Judge John Candler and 
Charles S. Robison Will 
Be Nominated—Great In- 
terest Shown in Wardlaw’s 
Nominations. 


With the announcement that there 
will be two prominent Atiantans nom- 
inated for the position on the board of 
education made A, Oe the resigna- 


tions of Major R. J. Guinn and the, 


ruling by City Attorney James La, May- 
son that J. C. Wardlaw is superin- 
tendent of the schools until September 
1, great interest is now being centered 
in the next meeting of the board, at 
which it is expected that nominations 
will be submitted by Mr. Wardlaw for 
the positions in the schools not yet 


filled. 
The board, acting on the nomina- 


tions of Miss Laura Smith, who had 
been made temporary superintendent, 
elected a large number of teachers at 
its last meeting. However, there still 
remain to be nominated teachers to fill 
vacancies in the schools caused by 
resignations, and the “positions of 
perintendent, principal of the Boys’ 
z. schoo] and school supervisor. 
Superintendent Nominates. 

The superintendent is given the power 
under the rules of the board to nomi- 
mate these teachers, and the board 
elects or rejects. It is considered a 
certainty by board members that Ward- 
law will not nominate Professor Dykes 


for principal of the high school, under 
the circumstances, and in this event, 
it is pointed out, the board will either 
have to elect someone else or postpone 
this election until after September, 
when a-new superintendent will be. in 
power, provided Wardlaw is not re- 
elected. 

It is also pointed out that the super- 
intendent has the power of assigning 
the teachers to the various schools, and 
that the grouping of teachers is large- 
ly dependent upon his reports. 

Announcements made last night by 
representatives of the ninth ward show 
that Charles 8S. Robison, well-known 
furniture nan, -and Judge John §&. 
Candler, former member of general 
council, will be nominated at the meet- 
ing of council next Monday. 

The name of Judge Candler will be 
presented by J. L. Carpenter, council- 
man from the ninth. Mr. Carpenter 
said last night that he would put his 
name before council, and that he would 
make a vigorous fight for him. 

’ Praises Major Guinn. 

He declared that if Major Guinn, 
whose term would have expired in 
January, had not resigned that he 
would have taken pleasure in renomi- 
nating him. “I consider Major Guinn 
one of the ablest members the board 
of education ever had,” he said last 
night. “He was energetic, progressive 
and had the best interests of the city 
at heart, and I consider it a misfortune 
that he is now out of the school 
service.” 

On the other hand, W. F. Buchanan, 
methber of council from the same ward, 
stated that he would name Charles §S. 
Robison, stating that he and W. D. 
White, alderman from that ward, had 
held a conference and had agreed on 
Mr. Robison. 

‘Ty would have presented the name 
of Mr. Robison anyway,” he said, “‘even 
if Major Guinn had not resigned. His 
term was up in January, and I be- 
liéved that another man should have 
the place. However, if Mr. White and 
I had not already reached an agree- 
ment to vote for Mr. Robison, before 
the name of Judge Candler was sug- 
gested, we might have voted for him. 
Judge Candler is one of my neighbors, 
and a fine man, but Mr. Robison is 
also an able man, and will make the 
city a fine board member, and we will 


strongly urge council to elect him.” 
The board will meet Thursday and at 


that time it is reported that George 
Bubanks will be elected chairman. It 
is not probable, however, that the board 
will pass upon any school nominations 
at that meeting.

To every home and office and fac- 
tory in Atlanta this week will come a 
field worker who has enlisted for pa- 
triotic service. These workers will ask 
at each home the name and address of 
the head of the family and the number 
of adults residing in that hqme. By 
adults is meant any person whatsoever 
who has stopped going to school and 
ceased to be a school child. 

Realizing the splendid patriotic work 
of all kinds that the school children 
have been doing they are not being 
called into account now—pbut a record 
of all the other people in the city 
will be made and they will be asked 
what they are doing and have been 
doing for their country. And they will 
be asked to seriously consider what 
more they can do. 

Time for this consideration will be 
given them, and they will be asked to 
come to a meeting in which all the 
people of their neighborhood will join, 
on Friday, June 28, at their nearest 
schoolhouse. All over this country on 
that day the American people will be 
gathering together to attest-their loy- 
alty and hear the message that the 
government sends them. The field 
workers will make a record of how 
many people are due to go to each 
schoolhouse, between the hours of 5 
and 8 p. m., and the chairman and his 
helpers in charge at each schoolhouse 
will know how many to expect. Each

chairman will have a force of assist-

School 
children will furnish a part of the 
entertainment at each school and it 
will be like a vaudeville performance— 
something doing all the time—and 
everybody welcome and everybody glad 
to see their neighbors. This plan of 


local meetings is aimed to build up 
neighborly feelings and help everybody 
get better acquainted, in the interest of 
a stronger city and a stronger country.

TALK OF REVOLT 
FEIN GERMANY 


Even Soldiers Grow Rebel-' 
lious-Germans No Longer 


Speak of Victory, But Al- 
ways Talk of Food. 


An Atlantic Port, June 23.—Germany, 
war weary and ill-fed, is in a state of 
unrest so acute that talk of revolt 
against the imperial government is 
common among both the military and 
civil population, according to Ameri- 
cans who arrived here tonight on a 
Norwegian liner, after long residence 
in Germany or adjacent neutral coun- 
tries. 

Officers and men, the voyagers said, 
had told them of a sullenness which is 
widespread in the German army, pre- 
dicting that it would reach the point 
where the troops would refuse to fight. 

‘You see that I wear the coat of the 
kaiser. I only wish that you could 
know the fd@eling that lies beneath it, 
for we are not going to stand this for- 
ever,” a German major told Miss Olga 
Wurzberg, of Grand Rapids, according 
to her story on coming ashore. The 
conversation, she declared, took place 
in a hospital at Godesberg, Germany, 
where the officer talked freely to her, 
not suspecting that she was an Ameri- 
can. Under the same conditions she 
declared, a private soldier said to her: 

“Some day we are all going to put 
down our arms. Why should we fight? 
Our officers now, instead of leading us, 
go behind us, with thelr guns at our 
backs.” 

German Morale is Poor 

Miss Wurzberg, daughter of Freder- 
ick Wurzberg, a wealthy Grand Rapids 
merchant who was born in Germany 


and a naturalized American citizen, de- 
clared that the morale throughout Ger- 
many is poor and the people near re- 
volt. With her family, who returned 
with her, she has lived six years in 
Germany. She asserted that soldiers 
in the hospitals convalesce very slow- 


Carl. E. Olivarius,-a Milwaukee law- 
ver, returning from a trip through Nor-, 
way, Sweden and Denmark; declared, 
that food is so scarce in these coun-: 
tries that little can be spared Ger- 
many. Reporting conversations with 
travelers from the Teutonic empire, he 
said: 

“No one in Germany speaks of vic- 
tory. They always talk of food. The 
war, in the minds of the civilian popu- 
lation, has become secondary to efforts 
to get enough to eat.” 

Leon Rains, of this city, who has re- | 
sided the last five years ir Dresden, de- 
clared that Saxony is well supplied 
with food, but conditions in Berlin and 
other large cities are “terrible.” 


Bernstein Talks of Russia. 

Herman Bernstein, the writer, who 
sailed for Russia six months ago, be- 
lieving that the Bolsheviki would es- 
tablish a stable government, returned, 
convinced, he said, that Lenine, Trotzky 
and their followers were in the pay of 
Germany. He declared that nine-tenths 
of the people desire intervention by Ja- 
pan, with allied approval, to putan end 
to the chaotic conditions resulting 
from soviet control. 

“The Red Guard is nothing but a 
band of thieves,” said Mr. Bernstein. 


‘Tt is not uncommon to see officers, on 
the atreet, relieving people of their val- 
uables. To protest means arrest, and 
in Russia today a person who is ar- 
rested usually is shot before he 
reaches a court of justice.” 

Mr. Bernstein declared that Keren- 
sky has lost his popularity with the 
Russian people, who blame him for 
failure to crush the Bolshevik revolu- 
tion when he had the power. . Keren- 
sky’s whereabouts, he said, are un- 
known in Petrograd. 

Baron Sergius A. Korff, another pas- 
senger, who was removed by the Bol- 
sheviki as deputy governor general of 
Finland, declared that Germany would 
be unable to reorganize the Russian 
army for use against the allies. 


Keep Your Body Strong 
And Your Brain Clear, 
Admiral Sims Tells Men 


New York, June 23.—A message sent 
to the men of the United States navy 
by Vice Admiral Sims, with Testaments 
provided for them by the New York 
Bible society, was made public here 
tonight. In it the American commander 
called upon the men in his overseas 
fleet to keep their bodies strong and 
their minds clear. : 

“This Testament,” said Admiral Sims, 
“ig a handbook of manhood. It intro- 
duces you to the patternman who shows 
you what to become and the way to 
become it. 

“The proper performance of your du- 
ties as a Christian and a member of 
the naval forces of your country de- 
pends upon the efficiency of your body 
and mind. 

“As the cause in which you are serv- 
ing is a holy one, it is a sacred duty to 
keep your body strong and your brain 
clear. 

“They are the most important part 
of the governmenht’s naval equipment— 
the life blood without which ships, guns 
and torpedoes are useless. 

‘‘You have no right to injure either 
of them by dissipation or excesses, such 
as indulgence in drink or keeping 
company with loose women.

RUSSIA WANTS MONEY 
TO SATISFY GERMANY 


London, June 23.—A Reuter dispatch! 
from Moscow, undated, says that M. 
Brousky, commissioner of industry and 
commerce, made the statement at the 
session of the Russo-German commis- 
sion for the-resumption of economic 
relations that, in order to meet the 
Russian engagements to Germany, the 


soviet government would be compelled 
to conclude a foreign loan and as guar- 
antee for the loan would grant Ger- 
many wide exploitation of Russia’s nat- 
ural riches, in the form of numerous 
concessions, the control of which would 
remain with the Russian government, a 
portion of the profits going to this 
government. 

Germany, the commissioner stated, 
would be asked not to interfere with 
Russia’s internal economic policy or 
her relations with countries which for- 
merly belonged to Russia, such as 
Ukrainia, Poland and the Caucasus. 
Germany would guarantee to Russia 
at least half the mineral output of the 
Krivoy-Rog and Caucasus regions, and, 
finally, Germany would carry out the 
rectification of the Russo-Ukrainian 
frontier.

Later he obtained em- 
ployment as an auditor at a hotel in 
Birmingham, Ala. in Birmingham, he 
said, he met his future wife, who was 
introduced to him by her mother. After 
their marriage and while still an audi- 
tor of the hotel he asserted he used 
certain of his employer’s money to pay 
bills incurred by the illness of his wife. 
He asserted his defalcations amounted 
to about $4,200. 

“TIT took the money to protect my wife 
and baby,” he told the authorities. ‘I 
spent $1,600 of it on doctor bills. In 
the end I told mv employers and made 
a note to cover my defalcations. I left 
then and went back to my home in 
Illinois, my wife and baby accompany- 
ing me. A month after I left Birming- 
ham the hotel company asked for a 
warrant for me.”

STORE IN ATLANTA 
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TROOPS 
HALTED BY CHINESE 


Gen. Orloff Compelled to 
Withdraw Forces in Man- 
churia — Battle of Czgchs 
and Red Guards Described. 


° Harbin, Manchuria, June 22.—(By the 


Associated Press.)\—The Chinese have 
compelled the withdrawal of the Rus- 
sian General Orloff’s troops on the Po- 
granitchnaya front to Echor,. Manchu- 
ria. It is estimated that the total 
force of the Bolsheviki at Nikolik is 
between 2,500 and 3,000 Red Guards, in- 
cluding Czech deserters and German 
prisoners armed with field and ma- 
chine guns. ; 

A belated story of the fighting of the 
Czecho-Slavs and the Red Guard at 
Irkutsk early in June has reached here. 
A trainload of Czechs, armed with 
rifles and hand grenades, arrived in 
Irkutsk. It was amaeiabadale sur- 
rounded by 200 members of the Red 
Guard, who gave the Czechs fifteen 
minutes to surrender. Before the ex- 
piration of the time the train was fired 
upon with machine guns from the win- 
dows of the station, and fifteen men 
were killed and fifty wounded. 

The Czechs then charged with hand 
grenades and disarmed the Bolsheviki, 
capturing six machine guns and 200 
rifles. The soviet government sent re- 
inforcements of 600 Red Guards and 
more machine guns and also armored 
cars, which the Czechs defeated and 
captured. Meanwhile a body of Czechs 
hearing the firing, came from Voenni. 
While crossing the Angara bridge they 
were fired On by Austrians from a for- 
mer prison camp. The Czechs charged 
the camp, killing a number of persons.

ARMY CASUALTIES 
REACH 8,634 TOTAL. 


Washington, June 23.—Casualties in 
the American army overseas thus far 
reported by General Pershing, includ- 
ing the list made public today, total 
8.634, as compared with 8,085 a week} 
ago. They were divided in the war de- 
partment’s weekly summary today as- 
follows: 

Killed in action (including lost at 
1,312. Died of wounds, 432; died 
of disease, 1,268; died of accidents and 
other causes, 446; weunded in action, 
4,811; missing in action, including pris- | 
oners, 365. 

Casualties among the marines with | 
the expeditionary force are not in-,| 
cluded in this list. No official tabu- | 
lation of these casualties reported to 
date was available today, but unof- 
ficial figures show that total 
slightly more than 1,000. 

The 549 names reported by General 
Pershing since last Sunday included 
140 killed in action, 68 died of wounds, 
34 died of disease, 24 died of accidents 
and other causes, 264 wounded in ac- 
tion and 19 missing in action, in- 
cluding prisoners. . ; 

With some 900,000 men now in 
France, the small number of deaths 
from disease represented is considered 
rather remarkable and shows the 
American soldiers are in fine physical 


condition.

Army Cantonment Plans 
At Augusta Changed 
To Get Larger Area

The 
army representatives came to the con- 
clusion that they needed about 3,000 
more acres,- and they have practically 
settled on land north of the Wrights- 
boro road, extending by the Aumond 
property and into Columbia county. 

The present Camp Hancock is also 
to be changed into a cantonment—that 
is, made a wood structure instead of a 
tent reservation. The arrangements 
contemplate the training in Augusta 
and vicinity of 100,000 soldiers in ord- 
nance work and machine gunnery.

RECORD PRODUCTION | 
OF BITUMINOUS COAL 


Washington, June 23.—American 
mines continued their record produc- 
tion of bituminous coal last week by 
turning out 12,571,000 tons, an increase 
of 170,000 tons over the high mark. 
of the week before and 1,137,000 tons 
in excess of the output during the same 


week last year. 
In announcing these figures today 
the geological survey said the increased 


output during the week in central 
Pennsylvania was 4 per cent, Tennessee 
and Kentucky 5 per cent and Alabama 
5 per cent. There was a loss of 190 
per cent in the Pittsburg and Pan- 
handle districts and 7 per cent in Ohio. 

Improved supply of coal cars and 
better labor conditions were largely 
responsible for the gain in production 
in the week ended June 8, the first 
week whe bituminous production ex- 
ceeded 12,000,000 tons. The mines 
turned out 82.3 per cent of their full 
time capacity, e greatest loss still 
being due to car shortage with labor 
shortage, including strikes and mine 
disability, continuing as contributing 
factors. 

Anthracite shipments last week were 
41,960 cars, an increase of 1,206 car- 
loads or 3 per cent over the week of 
June 8.

WAITING FOR UNCLE SAM. 

Thus far the assurance of federal aid 
has hindered rather than helped in highway 
construction in this state. 

As an illustration, The Constitution is in 
receipt of a letter in which the correspond- 


ent says: 

‘The writer was in Atlanta Sunday, 
going over the Dixie highway between 
Chattanooga and Atlanta. 

“I found the road between Chatta- 
nooga and Atlanta, both by the Rome 
and Dalton routes, quite rough, and in 
wet weather either route would be ex- 
tremely difficult to travel. On the Dal- 
ton route the roughest stretch was in 

Whitfield county, between Dalton and 
Chattanooga. A’ previously stated, and 

..¥§ you will know, these couaties are do- 

“ing absolutely nothing towards the im- 
--proyement of the road, waiting on fed- 
eral aid, which is an uncertain quanti- 
ty, to say the least.” 


Thus the anomalous situation exists that 
concurrent with the action of the federal 


government in appropriating a fund out of 
which to aid in the work of highway con- 
struction in the various states much of the 
road-building operations in Georgia were 
brought to a sudden halt. | 
Prior to that time the counties, not ex- 
pecting help from the outside, were doing 
a wonderful work in highway development, 
and nowhere was this work being prose- 
cuted with more wonderful speed and deter- 
mination than in the counties between here 
and Chattanooga, Tenn., traversed by the 
main backbone artery highway of the state. 
But when the government stepped in, 
announced its new highway policy and made 
financial provision for carrying it out, all 
of a sudden, as if expecting manna to drop 
from heaven, the Georgia counties stopped 
work on the road projects; and from that 
day to this comparatively little has been 
done in the way of highway betterment be- 
cause the counties have been waiting expec- 


tantly for Uncle Sam to finance them. 


Road building suspended in a large meas- 
ure at that time due to delusion on the part 
of the counties that the federal government 
would take the weight off their shoulders 
and carry it; and the counties have been 
waiting for almost three years for that to 
happen. But they have waite. in vain. 

In the "first place, the counties should 
not lose sight of the fact that the most the 
government ever intended or promised to 
do was to render financial assistance on a 
60-50, or dollar-for-dollar, basis. Unfortu- 
nately even that proposal—liberal enough 
though it is—was surrounded with a perfect 
labyrinth of red tape and complicated de- 
tails, so that not a dollar of the allotted 
funds has been used on a main highway in 
Georgia. 

The people of Georgia have been as- 
sured from month to month for almost three 
years that the federal requirements had 
been complied with and that the federal-aid 
money probably would be immediately avail- 
able, yet not a pick has been struck into the 
ground through the application of a dollar 
of that fund to a main highway in Georgia! 

However, the situation is by no means 
hopeless. 

The legislature will convene next Wed- 
nesday.

Not only that, but it shows that America 
is there in truly effective strength, because 
an important sector of the battle line has 
been entrusted to American troops; and 
how well our boys have lived up to the 
trust imposed in them is shown by the 
statement in which the allusion appears, to 
the effect that, notwithstanding repeated 
desperate attempts, “not a single German 
patrol has ever crossed to the American 
side of the Marne!” 

It has been a long time since the Ameri- 
can fighting metal has been put to a real test, 
and nevér was it put to such a test as this 
war affords. 

And, while there has at no time been 
misgivings as to how the young American 
troops would perform under the unprece- 
dented and extraordinary fighting conditions 
existing in Europe—none except pretended 
misgivings on the part of the Hun war lords 
before they had felt the edge of America’s 
blade—the heroic, valorous and intelligent 
behavior of our boys under fire thus far 
has been such as to exceed even the most san- 
guine expectations, either of our war asso- 
ciates or of the proud folk at home. 

Given adequate support from behind the 
lines, such spirit and such ability and deter- 
mination as our troops have thus far mani- 
fested will triumph as certainly as that the 
| war will end. 


ONTARIO’S DOG LAW. 


During the legislative session beginning 
next Wednesday, the assembly will be asked 
to enact a dog-control statute intended sole- 
ly as @ measure to foster and encourage the 
sheep industry in Georgia. 

Such a law has been urgently recom- 
mended by the Georgia Landowners’ asso- 
ciation, an organization of 1,100 members 
and representing an aggregate ownership 
of more than 2,000,000 acres of south Geor- 
gia land, and it should have the unqualified 
support of every legislator and of every 
citizen of Georgia who is interested in the 
progress of his state and the development 
of its latest possibilities. 

It is an axiomatic fact that the sheep 
industry cannot thrive in a community 
where dogs are permitted to mingle with 
and prey upon the flocks unrestrained by 
law. re. + “- 

_ Sheep-growing experts are agreed that 
perhaps no other state in the union pos- 
sesses natural advantages for sheep-culture 
equal to those offered by Georgia. This 
state has all of the essentials to the sheep 
industry—ideal climate, abundant grazing 
grounds, unlimited quantities of pure water, 
shade, marketing and transportation facili- 
ties—all except one: Protection against 
predatory dogs. 

In this day, when there is a world-wide 
shortage of wool and scarcity of food, the 
Georgia legislature can do no wiser thing 
than to enact a law that will give the sheep 
industry in Georgia that degree of protec- 
tion against the dog menace that alone 
stands in the way of its development to 
great proportions. 

And in enacting such a law, that passed 
by the legislative assembly of Ontario, Can- 
ada, in 1916, and which is still very effec- 
tively in operation in that province, might 
with profit be taken as a pattern. 

That law, first of all, provides for the 
collection of an dmnual tax of $1 for a male 
and $3 for a female dog, if only one, and $2 
and $5, respectively, for each additional 
animal, and gives local municipalities the 
right to levy an additional tax of $1 per 
head all round. It provides also that the 
authorities must destroy any dog upon 
which its owner has. failed or. refused to 
pay the prescribed tax. The owner of a 
dog is required to deliver to the tax asses- 
sor a written statement of the number of 
dogs owned by him, on pain of a $5 penalty 
for his failure or refusal so to do; and any 
assessor or tax collector who fails to en- 
force the dog-tax law in all of its particulars 
is liable to a fine of $10 in each instance. 

All moneys accruing from the operations 
of. this law “shall constitute a fund for 
satisfying such damages as arise in any 
year from dogs killing or injuring sheep 
in the municipality, and the residue, if any, 
shall form part of the funds of the munici- 
pality for the genera] purposes thereof.” 

Another section provides that “any per- 
son may kill any dog which he’ sees pur- 
suing, worrying or wounding any sheep;” 
another, that “the owner or occupant of a 
farm, or his servant, who finds a dog with- 
out lawful permission in an enclosed field 
on such farm giving tongue and terrifying 
any sheep on such farm may kill such dog;” 
still another, that “any person may kill any 
dog which he finds straying between sun- 
set and sunrise on‘any farm whereon sheep 
are kept.” 

A dog-control and sheep-protection law 
along the foregoing or some other effective 
lines, written into the code of Georgia, and 
enforced, undoubtedly would not only bring 
about a rejuvenation of the sheep industry 
in this state, but it would immediately re- 
sult in an impouring of progressive sheep 
growers and sheep breeders from the 
cramped and rapidly diminishing ranges otf 
the west, and add immeasurably to our agri- | 
cultural wealth and to the prosperity of the

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Certificate Plan for Buying 


Sugar 


And Reduced Supply Effective July ! 


‘Effective the first day of July, everybody 
who buys sugar will be able to obtain it 
only on certificates issued by the federal 
food administration, with the exception of 
the household consumer. Householders will 
be restricted in their consumption through 
the regulations placed upon the retail deal- 
er, whose stock may be obtained only by 
use of certificates. 

The revision of the sugar allotments to 
the several classes, covering the period of 
July, August and September, is a general 
revision downward in quantity allowed, ex- 
cept for canning and preserving for the 
present, and will be rigidly enforced. 

This statement was made public Sunday 
by the office of Dr. Andrew M. Soule, federal 
food administrator, which includes the fol- 
lowing schedule of sugar allotments for the 
period beginning one week from tomorrow: 

Allotments Beginning in July. 

Allotment of 50 per cent instead of 80 
per cent as at present: Soda fountains, man- 
ufacturers of soft drink syrups, candies, 
cereals, chewing gun, cocoa, chocolate, con- 
diments, confections, flavoring extracts, in 
very sugar syrups, molasses, sweet pickles, 
wines, cough drops tobacco. 

Allotments of 75 per cent instead of 100 
per cent as at present: Manufacturers of ice 
who do not dispense where manu- 
factured. 

Allotment of 50 instead of 100 per cent as 
at present: Manufacturers of ice cream who 
dispense where manufactured; breweries, 
patent medicines, maple sugar compounds, 
California fruit cider, dental productg in- 
cluding tooth pastes, vinegar, dessert/pow- 
ders, ice cream powders, printers rollers. 

@ Allotment of 100 per cent to remain as at 
present: Canned and preserved fruits, can- 
ned vegetables, explosives, meats, catsups, 
drugs for medicina)] uses, apple butter, mince 
meats, glycerine, insecticides, capsules, ant 
Poison. 

Sugar for Householders. 


Householders purchasing sugar will come 
under the restriction requiring that the re- 
tail dealer limit each purchaser to the basis 


of three pounds per person per month for | 


sugar, 


each member in family. 


shall be required to make equitable distribu- 
tion of such stock to his trade as a whole. 
Householders are not required to secure cer- 
tificates in making purchases at retail, of 
sugar. 

This does not include sales of sugar in 
quantity for canning and preserving pur- 
poses, however; purchases for that purpose 
being on the certificate basis, the certificate 
being supplied by the dealer to the prospec- 
tive purchaser as heretofore. 

The retail dealer is required to obtain 
certificates for the purchase of sugar from 
the Atlanta office of the federal food ad- 
ministrator. The certificate will be issued 
on a basis of the administration's estimate 
of the retailer’s need, considering purchases 
made during the months of April, May and 
June, 1918. He may replenish his supply by 
surrendering these certificates to the whole- 
sale dealer, who will supply him the equiva- 
lent in sugar. 

How Whelesaler Gets Sugar. 

Wholesale dealers and jobbers are re- 
quired to obtain certificates from the re- 
tailers to whom they sell sugar. The stock 
of the wholesaler is replenished by his pass- 
ing on to the refiner the certificates he has 
taken up from his retail trade. However, 
until the machinery is put in working order 
the wholesaler will probably need “interim 
certificates, which may be issued on the 
judgment of the federal food administrator, 
but will be deducted from his allotment 
which will be allowed on receipt of the re- 
tailer certificates. 

Certificates will be issued only covering 
the month of July, as, due to the shortage of 
it is held advisable not to enter at 
this time into the months of August and 
Septem ber. 

Throughout the entire country the strict- 
est economy of sugar by users of whatever 
sort has been urged, and in the statement by 
Dr. Soule that injunction to the people of 


Georgia is especially emphasized. He has 
all the while held that no saving is so small 
that it does not count in the aggregate. 


South Georgia Lynching Condemned - 


In Sermon by Dr. Henry A. Porter 


Inveighing against lynching as one of 
the most serious evils against which Georgia 
Christians must array themselves with lion- 
like boldness, Dr. Henry A. Porter declared 
in his sermon at the Second Baptist church 
yesterday morning that the good name of 
the state had been made ‘a by-word and a 
hissing throughcut the nation” by recent 
mob violence in a south Georgia county, 
when five human beings, including a woman, 
were done to death, the last of all being the 
actual perpetrator of the crime it was sought 
to avenge. 

“Lynch law is a blow at the very soul of 
jurisprudence,’ Dr. Porter said, ‘“‘that slow 
spiritual outgrowth of the centuries which 
differentiates civilized from savage man. If 
is a stroke against God himself, who issued 
His decree for all time against private 
vengeance when He declared: ‘Vengeance is 
mine; I will repay.’ 

“Lynching is nothing else but murder, 
and it is no excessive denunciation of lynch- 
ers to brand them as murderers, no matter 
what may be their provocation. Mob law is 
never justifiable. When pursued against one 
‘Crime it will soon direct itself to another, 


and in the end no man's life or his property, 
whether he be innocent or guilty, is safe. 

“The recent action of a mob in south 
Georgia made the good name of our state 
a by-word and hissing; it has caused us all 
to bow our heads in shame. FI ive persons 
were lynched, one a woman, who, according 
to the reports, ‘s charged with nothing 
more serious than protesting against the 
lynching of her husband. It was not until 
the last that the real guilty party was 
reached. 

“The greatest evil of lynching is the stain 
it leaves on the hands of the lynchers. True, 
in the majority of cases, the party lynched 
may deserve his punishment, but the red 
stain of murder rests forever upon the hands 
of those who have usurped the functions of 
a court. They have involved themselves in 
a blood guiltiness from which they can never 
be relieved.” 7 

Other evils enumerated by Dr. 
peculiarly pertinent to our times, 
which, he said, the church must show a 
lion’s courage, were Sabbath breaking, di- 
vorce and.indifference to the world war of 
civilization against barbarism.

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ADVENTISTS’ TEACHING 
ON SABBATH ASSAILED 
IN SERMON BY DR. HALL 


In a lecture at the Criterion theater Sun- 
day night Rev. S. H. Hall, pastor of the 
Church. of Christ, corner Wellborn street and 
West End avenue, took for his subject the 
question: “Is the Sabbath (Seventh Day) of 
the Old Covenant Binding Upon Christians 
Today, or Do They Have a New Day to 
Cbserve ?’’ 


The lecturer took the latter view, which 
is also taken by all evangelical protestant 
churches, and which is opposed to the teach- 
ings of the Seventh Day Adventists. 


*Speaking wholly from my own persona! 
preference,” he said, “I would not give the 
flip of my finger between the seventh day 
of the week and the first day, if God had 
left it with me to select a day without any 
regard to any event in the history of the 
world, and had-He chosen to bind on the 
people of the New Covenant the same day 
and the same Sabbath law of the Old 
Covenant, indeed would I have been satis- 
fied, and just as well satisfied am I with 
the new day He has given us which is so 
different from the old Jewish Sabbath. 


“Paul states that he.and other apostles 
were made able ministers of the New Testa- 
ment, not of the Old, written on tables of 
stone, which had at that time been abolish- 
ed. Truly did John declare: “The law was 
given by Moses, but grace and truth came 
by Christ.” 

The speaker then went on to show that, 
according to the teachings of Curist and the 
New Testament, Christians are to observe 
the first day of the week rather than the 
seventh as commanded in the Old Testament. 
“Tt was law that the seventh day he ob- 
served for thousands of years,” he said, ‘and 
even Christ himself observed it in all His 
teachings, and in all of His work He was 
atrictly loyal to the Sabbath of the Old Tes- 
tament, and He said that He must neces- 
sarily follow it until He had finished His 
life work; but when He was risen from the 
dead, then a New Covenant was established, 
but not until then.’ 

The Seventh Day Adventist charge that 
the observance of the first day of the week 
as the Sabbath is the work of the Catholic 
church, but Mr. Hall asserted that history 
teaches long before the birth of the Roman 
Catholic church that the early apostles 
established the first day of the week as the 
Sabbath, and he cites proof that he is cor- 
rect. 

“It has been claimed,” he said, “that Con- 
stantine was the author of the present Sab- 
bath, because he issued his ‘Sunday Edict;’ 
but he did it in view of the fact that Chris- 
tians were already observing the day, and 
declared it a legal day for rest. But this 


falls as far short as heaven in making him 


the originator of a practice by Christians 
that was started three hundred years before 
his edict was issued. : 
“The Catholics have ‘Sabbatized’ it, Just 
as they have endeavored to do in trying to 
resurrect other customs of the defunct law, 
such as eating meats, wearing priestly robes, 
and so forth. But our Adventist friends go 
a long way with them in their teaching on 
eating meats, and excel them on Sabbath ob- 


| servance, for they resurrect the old Sabbath 
| itself, whereas ouy Catholic friends only en- 
' gdeavored to Sabbatize the Lord’s day, the 


first day of the week, that had been ob- 
served from the beginning of the church in

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Stroke of Paralysis. 
Apoplexy, also called cerebral hemorrha

' and stroke of paralysis, is one of the ulti- 


mate terminations of the most common 
serious disease today, namely, cardio-vascu- 
lar degeneration or heart-artery wearing 
out. Not that the victim of hardened ar- 
teries nor high blood pressure is doomed to 
have a stroke, but a stroke is one of the 
denouements to which he may 100k forward 
if he persist on his way; insidious heart 
muscle failure and chronic Bright's disease 
being other every-day endings. 

Hemorrhage into the brain (cerebra| 
hemorrhage, @ stroke, apoplexy) occurs 
when a small artery, whose wall is fragile 
from disease, ruptures under some slight 
temporary strain, such as a fit of anger. 
excitement of any kind, the stress of a too 
hearty meal, excessive muscular effort. 
Bleeding occurs from the broken artery into 
the substance of the brain in the very vita! 
trunks of communication between brain cen- 
ters and muscles of the body. The area and 
extent of paralysis produced therefore de- 
pends upon the amount of damage to impor- 
tant communicating cables and central sta- 
tions. And since the left side of the brain 
controls the right side of the body and vice 
versa, hemorrhage into the left cerebral 
hemisphere produces paralysis of right leg 
and arm and probably also of speech, for the 
speech center (in right-handed individuals) 
is in the left brain. 

The kind of brain hemorrhage caused by 
an injury to the head is very different 
Here the bleeding occurs from a vessel upon 
the brain surfece directly under the sku!! 
bone. Usually the vi¢tim shows no sign ot 
serious import for some time after the in- 
jury, excepting perhaps ordinary shock (con- 
cussion, as shock called when the head 
is injured). But in an hour, or perhaps 
several hours after the injury, the victim 
gradually sinks into a drowsy and sleepy or 
quite insensible state, as the clot slowly 
forms under the skull and presses upon the 
brain. With this increasing coma there are 
usually spasmodic twitchings or rigidity of 
muscles on the opposite side, followed bv 
paralysis if the clot is not immediately re- 
moved by trephine. 

Apoplexy stroke usually comes sud- 
deniy. The victim sinks down unconscious, 
the face very flushed, the breathing ster- 
torous noisy, the pulse very full and 
bounding,. the red, warm and dry. Al! 
within a few minutes.

Should Impound Water 
Of Chattahcochee During 
Freshets to Improve Supply 


‘editor Constitution: The water in the 
Chattahoochee naturally pure, but like 
milk or other liquids, is at times liable to 
contamination in a more or less degree; this 
is more likely to occur in the ‘“‘drought” ar 
low-water times than at any other period, 
but we can remedy this trouble and provide 
for a uniform flow of water to the water- 
works intake. 

The Chattahoochee 


is 


is termed by engi- 
neers a “flash” stream, meaning there are - 
periods of a large volume of water, and 
Periods of very low water. The remedy is 
to construct a dam at some point above the 
intake and between it and Bull Sluice dam 
reservoir or impound the water during the 
flood periods, and through this dam regu- 
late the ‘flow in a uniform way to the 
intake. Thus we will have quantity of 
water enough to neutralize any probable 
contamination. Impure water can be made 
pure by areation, and we can handle the 
water from this reservoir so as to “areate’’ 
it on its way to the intake. 

At any rate, in low-water periods this 
reservoired water will have less liability for 
contamination than without the regervoir. 
The building of this dam means a gurer 
and larger supply of water the year-round: 
it also means we can use it to develop horse- 
power to operate all our pumps and light 
the streets of Atlanta. It will also save the 
thousands of tons of coal now used by the 
waterworks, It will also provide additiona! 
power for new industries. It will not cost 
the city of Atlanta any: more to operate this 
power dam than it now costs her to shove! 
the coal she burns in pumping the water 


today. It will be the best investment 
Atlanta ever made. 


This suggestion should be put im con- 
crete shape, employ an expert, such as B. M. 
Hall, as hydro-electric engineer to pick out 
the site, get estimate of cost, settle on height 
and power required, and put it before the 
people as a definite proposition. You will be 
surprised how little it will cost, and the 
return will be millions. 

All this talk about producing electricity 
from the garbage plant is a makeshift, and 
any money put in it will be wasted. There 
ig steam there, but it is not a reliable sup- 
ply, and before you can get it to be a uni- 
form, steady supply of electricity it wi] 
cost more than the dam I proposed on the 
Chattahoochee, which will not be an experi- 
ment, and will never need a ton of coal to 
help it along. 

We are obliged to provide additional! 
supply of water, as our consumption ig in- 
creasing, and the only feasible way to get 
it is to impound it on the river during the 
freshet periods. I am not alarmed at the 
Fort McPherson report. Local conditions 
there may account for it without its affect.

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KILLED IN RAL WRECK 


62 Charred Bodies Recovered. 
Only 24 Identified—$25,- 
000 in Cash Lost. 


. Gary, Ind, June 23.—Sixty-two bod- 
ies of Hagenbeck-Wallace circus em- 
ployees who’were killed in the wreck 
six miles west of here on the Michigan 
Central railroad early Saturday lay in 
temporary morgues here and at Ham- 
mond tonight, while circus employees 
made frantic efforts to compile an ac- 
curate list of dead and injured. Only 
twenty-four of the bodies had been 


identified. Most of the others were 
charred and mangled beyond recogni- 
tion. 

Edward M. Ballard, general manager 
of the circus, tonight issued a state- 
ment saying figures compiled indicated 
probably eighty-five persons had been 
killed. He said a hasty tabulation of 
scattered employees showed sixty miss- 
ing in addition to the twenty-four iden- 
‘tified dead. Most of the missing were 
said to be “razor backs,” many of them 
negroes. FF. 8. Whipple, railroad train- 
master, aleo has been given up as dead. 

Parts of two bodies cremated in the 
furnace of tangled steel and timbers 
which was the circus train were dug 
out tonight. The authorities said if the 
death list is as great as estimated by 
circus men the additional bodies prob- 
ably were reduced to ashes. 

An inquest will be held at Hammond 
tomorrow and Gustave Klauss, fireman 
of the troop train of empty Pullmans, 
has been ordered brought to Hammond 
to testify. 

"We will have engineer, Alonzo K. 
Sargent, present when we are ready 
for him,” was all Deputy Coroner 
Greene, of Lake county, would say. 
Sargent is being held in Kalamazoo. 
Neither man was injured.

While retail trade in industrial cen- 
ters and throughout cantonment zones 
js of large proportions, the movement 
in channels that ordinarily present the 
most activity is being, restricted by 
high prices, economizing campaigns and 
in certain lines by the self-evident fact 
that so many of the male population 
have been drawn into militant activi- 
ties. 

Incidentally, shifting of workers 
from, one occupation to another and 
to changed scenes tends to produce 


more or less uncertainty as to the fu- 
ture volume of trade in specific places, 
and this factor with all that it im- 
plies superinduces an extracautious at- 
titude as to credits. However, a sift- 
ing of the reports shows that retail 
trade in the main is favorable, un- 
paralleled wages of industrial work- 
ers, with the introduction on a grow- 
ing scale of females to profitable oc- 
cupations, probably tending to offset 
the lessened buying of those living on 
fixed incomes or unchanged salaries. 
Labor is scarcer than ever, but the sit- 
uation as to clerical help has been 
slightly improved by the releasing of 
school graduates, whiie the employ- 
ment of volunteers frequently derived 
from the professional classes, together 
with the more extensive use of ma- 
chinery, has helped conditions in agri- 
cultural pursuits. ? 

On the other ¢” hand, far-reaching 
changes are in the making, for with 
governmental domination spreading all 


very many concerns, with little, if any- 
thing, to sell, are likely to find it neces- 
sary to procure other employment. 

Crop conditions are a trifle less fa- 
vorable than heretofore, but even so, 
one is not called upon to characterize 
— Situation as otherwise than excel- 
ent.

Spies Use Ingenious Code. 


(From Everybody’s Magazine.) 

In his description of German war 
ciphers, Melville Davisson Post gives 
an example of the book-cipher’s use. 

“Two persons having a copy of a 
dictionary of the same edition, make 
up the message which they send by the 
number of the page and the number of 
the words counted down the column of 
the page; for example, the word ‘ship’ 
might be 30-17. Thirty being the 
number of the page and 17 the num- 
ber of the line on which the word 
‘ship’ appears in the book used as a 
cipher. 

‘In the-opening of the war, when the 
English were treating the captured 
German officers as courteous enemies, 
one of these devices, it is said, was 
made use of for getting information 
out of England with respect to Eng- 
lish destroyers, their number and 
equipment. An officer pretended to be 
interested in the Engtish game of golf. 
He endeavored to learn it and appeared 
to be exceedingly. enthusiastic. The 
letters which he was permitted to send 
out to his wife in Dresden were filled 
with details of the game, which per- 
mitted an abundance of figures on 
strokes and distances. Important in-
